[CONFER AGAIN ON SUBWAYS. 


City Officials Hear More Reasons for 
Not Slighting the Pennsylvania. 


Another.conference. on the subway sit- 
uation was held last night at the home 
of Borough President McAneny, 19 East 
Forty-seventh Street. Once more the rep- 
resentatives of the Pennsyl Railroad 
laid before the Subway Committee of the 
Board of Estimate and Chairman Willcox 
of the Public Service Commission -their 
feeling that the city, in constructing new 
subways, should. consider the needs of! 
the Pentisylvania Station in Seventh Ave- 
nue. 

The conference was held after a din- 
ner given by Mr. McAneny, the guests 
at which were Samuel Rea, Vice. Presi- 


‘| dent of the Pennsylvania; H. P. Davison 


of the firm of J. P. Morgan & Co:, Mor- 
gan J. O’Brien, counsel for the Pennsyl- 
yania; Chairman Willcox, Controller 
Prendergast, and’ President Mitchel of 
the Aldermen. The Interborough Rapid 
Transit Company was,not directly repre- 
sented, and ex-Mayor Seth Low, who par- 
ticipated in ‘some of the earlier confer- 
roe ‘was not present. 

The discussion was long and the gather- 
ing did not break up wntil after midnight. 
Nothing was announced as to the details 
of the débate, but it was declared that 
the Pennsylvania representatives laid be- 
fore the city officials statistics to show 
the. necessity of something being done, 
and there was a careful censideration. of 
the routes that have already been adopted

It has also been rumored that the Inter-

Referee Refuses to Hold That He 
Should Have Protected His 
‘Wife from Oman, 


HAS NO EFFECTIVE WEAPON 


Since Moral Suasion Is Powerless In 
the “Marital Ether” Arising from “Af- 
finity Storms”—Poet Kemp Named. 


The report of Referee William 8. Kel- 
ley, recommending a decree of divorce for 
Upton Sinclair, the novelist, from Meta 
H. Fuller Sinclair, was filed yesterday in 


the Supreme Court. Referee Keiley found | 


Mrs. Sinclair guilty of misconduct at 
Arden, ‘Del, and Sea Girt and Long 
Branch, N. J., in August last with Harry 
H. Kemp, known @s the “‘ hobo poet.” 

After the testimony before Referee Kei- 
ley was all in, H. B. Philbrook, attorney 
for Mrs. Sinclair; moved for a recom- 
mendation that the complaint be dis- 
missed on the ground that Sinclair had 
knowledge of his wife's tendency to dere- 
licitous, and that it-was his duty to “ pro- 
tect her against the repetition of her 
alleged offenses, not only against out- 
giders, but against hér own weakness.” | 
Referee Kelley denied this motion, with 
this emmment: 

“Walle it is true that the husband is 
regarded as the protector of his wife, I 
hardly think that the most ardent advo- 
cate on the female side would insist that 
a husband deyote his whole time. to the; 
protection of-his wife, not only from out- 
side assaults, but from her own inclina- 


tions. 


“The only ‘weapon he is permitted. to 
use in this enlightened age ig moral 
suasion, a weapon of but little effect in 
these days of barometric depression in the 
marital ether, occasioned by these so- 
called affinity storms.” 

The record of the testimony shows fre- 
quent legal battles between Mr, Phil- 
brook and George H. Gilman, counsel for 
Sinclair. 

Sinclair was a witness, while his wife 
did not appear. Sinclair said he was mar- 
ried to her in 1900. On cross-examination,, 
“Attorney Philbrook asked Sinclair ques- 
tions with a view to making him admit

PARIS, Nov, 20.—The Matin publishes 
whet purports to be in interviéw with 
j President Taft, written by Francois de 
Il'Espigarie de Tessan,; who is now in the 
United’ States.

When asked about the probability of 
American meditation in the Turkish- 
Italian war, M. de Tessan says that Pres- 
ident Taft declared that the United States 
was cértainly in favor of the re-establish- 
ment of peace. Nevertheless, said Mr. 
Taft, he felt that it would be unwise to 
depart from the path of wisdom, adding: 
“Our relations with the two belligerents 
are equally friendly. We do not wish to 
offend the national dignity of either. 
Morevver, the Turkish-Italian war con- 
jcerns primarily, the European Concert. 
There is therefore the question of tact. 
The United States cannot put herself for- 
ward to bring an end to a conflict which, 
howerer, from the bottom of her heart, 
she desires to see ended.

In Kings as little as possible has been 
left to the ‘tender mercies of the Board 
of Estiniate. By ah”act passed in May, 
1909, the power to select a site and con- 
trol the construction was vested fn the 
hands of the Justices of the department 
resident in: Brooklyn. ‘They selected a 
site bounded by Court, §tate, Clinton, and 
Livingston Streets, and at once appointed 
an architect to draw plans for the hew 
Court House. Then, unfortunately for the 
Judges, ‘the matter had to come before 
the city authorities, and since February 
last year their recommendation has been 
before the Sinking Fund Commission. 

Mayor Gaynor, however, has taken the 
matter up and given notice that at the 
next meeting, which will be next week, he 
will urge the adoption of the resolution 
appropriating $3,000,000 for the purchase 
of the site. The Mayor now controls the 
commission, but. after Jan. 1 it will pass 
into the hands of.the Fusionists, and he 
is anxious to press the matter Torward 
while hé is still able to do so.

Then, ‘too, it Is not ‘the speed of motions but 
the kind of motions made that counts. The 
manager who desires. maximum production can 
secure it.only by making. trained men and hold- 
ing them; and he.cannot/hold them if he over, 
works them, even if he pays them high wages. 
Therefore, he will not overwork them. Every 
officieticy manager realizes the .fundamental 
‘importance, to himself’ of these facts, and the 
efficiency system is built upon them. 

The deplorable fact is that labor does not rec- 
ognize the truth of them,-and the. cause of this 
is the attitude.of the labor leaders, who really 
know, nothing either of the philosophy or tne 
} practical application of efficiency management, 
and who will not take the trouble to learn. A 
brother engineer of mine who was present at 
@n efficiency conference last year actually 
heard a prominent labor leader of this: city; 
whe had spoken during the evening against 
efficiency methods, later admit (under a good- 
matured cross-¢xamination) that he had never 
read Taylor's remarkable work on ‘‘ Shop Man- 

egement,’’’ (the pioneer exposition of the ‘sub- 
Ject,)or-"‘ Gilbreth’s Motion Study ’'; had never 
‘even heard of U. lL. Gantt, the originator of 
the famous task-and-bonus system of payment, 
and; in fact; that he knew mighty little of the 
entite subject. It is such men as this who 
sway the laboring man; and the-incident, taken 
in connection with the foregoing remarks on 
overwork, may throw some light on the oppo- 
sition of organized labor to efficiency work.

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THE HANDICAPPED CHILD. 


His Lot, as Qistinguished from the De- 
fective: Child’s, ‘to’ be Considered. 
To the Hditor of The New York Times: 

In a. few days the-problem of the handi- 
capped normal child—the misfit im sociéty, 
the ‘unfortunate—will be discovered begin- 
ning Dec. 1 at New York Universtty, in 
the.second annyal conference of the Nat- 
lonal Association for the Study and Edu~ 
cation of Exceptional Children. I con- 
sider it, a privilege to call. the attention 
of your readers-to this important digcus- 
sion. A number of the foremost educa- 
tors, medical specialists, and social work- 
ers will be present and read papers on’ the 
various phases of this problem. 

In the awakening of the public con- 
‘science in regard to the nature of those 
large numbers of children who need 
special training, heretofore too much em- 
phasis has been laid upon what has been 
called the defective- and feeble-minded 
child.. Extravagant statements have been 
made to the effect that even the majority 
of those children who are found backward | 
in the schools are in reality feeble-minded. 
Such. statements are very’ misleading. 
While it is true enough that’ the feeble- 
minded ‘and abnormal child has. not yet re- 
ceived as much attention as he requires, 
his problem is fairly. well. defined, and it 
Is largely. a matter of making provi®ions 
for, his segregation. 

On the other hand,. there is a vastly 
Sreater number of children in our coun- 
try whose problem is very imperfectly 
understood, And yet it is from these 

children that the ranks. of the misfit, of 
the ‘unhappy,.of ‘the disturbers of social 
peace, of the eccentric, are recruited: 
There is an enormous waste of human 
material going on year after year—tens 
of thousands of children might be saved 
for happy and useful lives, to becomé 
constructive rather than destructive .ele- 
ments in society, if only the proper meth- 
ods for the saving of this ;waste material 
would develop. Educators should. take the 
cue from ‘the development of modern in- 
Gustries,: What the laboratories experi- 
menting with. waste ‘material. have, doné 
for commercial. industries, similar meth- 
ods may do Yor utilizing the human waste 
of society.

Mr. Steuer also raised the objection that 
the crimina}) term. of the Supreme Court 
in which Cummins was tried, known as 
the April term, but held in October, was 
really not a court at ail, because it had 
been adjourned) during the Summer sine 
die, He also said that testimony on 
many irrelevant and. collateral subjects 
had been introduced into the trial, to the 
prejudice of Cummiins, and that there 
were 8,000 or more legal objections to 
evidence, all of them sufficient to make 
the trial invalid on the record, He of- 
fered to let Assistant District Attorney 
Moss pick out 500 of: these: objections 
from the record and keep them as a 
present.
